The cinema, which is so well equipped for 
the treatment of fantastic subjects, very rarely 
embarks on them, and many of us, who 
have watched the old, hackneyed themes pre- 
sented week after week, must often think 
with regret of that wide field of legend and 
fairy tale which is so little explored, and 
which would make such fine material. The 
decision to produce a film version of ** Alice 
in Wonderland ’’ is, therefore, of more than 
usual interest.

We shall see, let us hope, 
the Jabberwock, the Mock “Turtle the 
Gryphon, and all those other curious creatures 
to whom Tenniel’s drawings have introduced 
us. Perhaps we shall also learn exactly how 
croquet matches can be played “with live 
flamingoes, and how the slithy toves gyre and 
gimble in the wabe.

TRADE REVIVAL 
IN CANADA, 


FOUR PROMINENT 
MEN SPEAK. 


BENEFITS DERIVED 
FROM OTTAWA, 


—— 


TATEMENTS made by four representa- 
tive Canadians who have just arrived in 
Britain indicate that conditions through- 

out the Dominion are improving rapidly and 
that the long-awaited industrial revival is on 
the way. 

Colonel the Hon. T. C. Kennedy, Ontario’s 
Minister of Agriculture, said that he had 
come to England to see what could be done 
to ensure the arrival in perfect condition of 
the commodities now being despatched to that 
country in vastly increasing quantities. The 
effect of the Ottawa agreements had been 
remarkable, and Ontario was determined to 
see that her tobacco, dairy produce, honey 
and bacon, which accounted in the Britis 
market alone for many thousands of pounds 
every month, were such as found ready 
acceptance to the British housewife. 

“We feel that, tariff concessions apart, 
we shall be able to establish permanent 
markets here, on a quality basis alone,” said 
Colonel Kennedy. —“ Reciprocally, Canadian 
conditions are improving steadily and we want 
Britain and the Empire as a whole to share 
the benefit of our increased buying power. 

& There is a really remarkable intensity of 
pro-Empire feeling throughout Canada, which 
manifests itself in several interesting ways. 
We are now, for example, taking large 
supplies of South African oranges—which are 
already so popular in Britain—in preference 
to those from the United States. Ontario 
farmers, too, are turning to the Empire for 
their equipment, because they argue that, 
although they have, in the past, spent. large 
sums in the United States, the latter country 
does not patronise them.

NEW TOBACCO PEST. - 


REPORT ON THE CACAO 
MOTH. 


A new tobacco pest in the United Kingdom 
has recently caused serious alarm in the 
irade, as its ravages have inflicted losses of 
nearly £100,000 in twelve months. It is the 
lphestia Elutella, or Cacao moth, brownish 
grey in colour and searcely half an inch 
zcross when its wings are extended. 

The moth was first seen flying about the 
London warehouses in 1929, and the results of 
an inquiry by Mr. H. H. 8S. Bovingdon, of 
the Imperial College of Science, have just 
been published by the Empire gad ha 
board as a ‘Report on the Infestation o 
Cured Tobacco in London by the Cacao 
Moth.” . 

Experiments have proved that the moths 
have an overwhelming preference for bright- 
leaf, kiln-cured tobacco, which helps to ex- 
plain the suddenness and severity of the out- 
lreak in London in 1929, when there were in 
hond enormous stocks of Rhodesian bright 
tuhaceo, The potential sources of Ephestia 
are many. Apart from Southern Rhodesia, 
Nyasaland and South Africa, the pest has 
spread over Eastern Europe, and in 1930 
appeared in America. 

The problem of preventing the tobacco from 
being attacked in transit seems insoluble if 
the bales are damaged, but bales wrapped in 
tarred brown paper, covered with a fine- 
meshed hessian (the moth cannot lay its eggs 
through a mesh 1-100in. wide) have proved 
immune from attack when untorn. The re- 
conditioning of tebacco by a modern machine 
will destroy all stages in the life of the moth. 
Control can also be exercised by vacuum 
famigation with ethylene oxide, or by the 
application of low temperatures, but much 
remains to be done to complete the study of 
the life history and habits of Ephestia 
Elutella in tobacco warehouses. It is sug- 
gested that there must be closer co-operation 
vet between entomologists, merchants, and 
manufacturers to make an effective control.

FATHER WHO WAITED FOR 


HIS SON. 

William Ower, the father of the dead 
passenger, said that his son was aged -28 
years, a motor mechanic, and unmarried.

1 waited and watched for his return, but 1 
did not hear anything until a ‘bus driver 
told me that a ‘plane was down. 


James Bell, ground engineer for the Irish 4

He saw it after the accident, and it was 
badly wrecked.

* Geoffrey Tyson, a pilot attached to Sir 
Alan Coblam’s air display, stated that he 
was the pilot ot the Fox Moth ‘plane. He 
took twe passengers at about 4.30 o'clock. 

““ After about a minute's flight,” he said, 
“I felt a bumv. At firs: 1 thought that the 
propellag had gone out of order, and when 

found that it was all right 1 looked down 
and saw portion of what 1 took to be another 
machine fall to earth, 1 turned round and 
saw the wreckage of another ‘plane on the 
ground. 1 was then about 600 feet up.” 

Replying to Superintendent Crean, the wit- 
mess said that befor; the bump he did not 
see any other machine. 

The witress added—I guessed that the other 
machine had hit me, and I looked over the 
side and saw portion of my under-carriage 
—— I warned my passengers to hold 
light and landed.

WHAT A PASSENGER SAW, 

Mr, George Whitfield, Cloughjordan, who 
was a passenger in the Fox Moth, stated 
that when looking out of the window of the 
aeroplane he saw the top of the other ‘plane 
just about the tenth of a second before the 
crash, 

Coroner—Could the pilot have seen the 
other "plane!—I do not think so. I had a 
window beside me and I happened to look 
down at the moment. 

Anawering Mr, Blood-Smyth, the witness 

said that the second ‘plane passed beneath 
~ Fox Moth at a distance of about ten 
eet. 
Roger Haineg said that he saw the collision. 
The ‘planes seemed to be flying in opposite 
directions. They met and the under-carriage 
of the ‘plane coming from the aerodreme 
struck the top wing of the machine that was 
coming from Limerick, Then he saw portions 
of a machine fall to the ground. 

The medical evidence shawed that death 
was due to shock in both cases. 

The jury returned a yerdict that thedeaths 
were due to shock caused by an accident in 
mid-air. They tendered sympathy to the 
relatives of the decoased men and to the 
Irish Aero Club on losing such a distinguished 
pilot and to Sir Alan Cobham. 

Sir Alan Cobham was present at the 
inquest.

That night the witness was awakened by a 
erash of glass in the kitchen, and shortly 
afterwards she heard the bodroam doer being 
opened and saw a man crossing the floor 
towards the bed. The man came over and 
hit her with a smoothing iron on the head. 
He tried to strike her again, but Miss Tierney 
caught hold of the iren, | 

“ While Miss Tierney was holding on to the 
iron,” the witness proceeded, “the man 
started to use a knife. He changed the iran 
to the other hand, 1 caught the knife in my 
hand, and my hand was cut in two places, 
Miss Tierney was holding on to his hand till 
I could get out of the bed. I got out and 
went up to the kitchen. She shouted at me 
to open the door. I tried to open it and I 
found that the key was gone. 

“I was all cut en the face and the arms, 
and the body,' the witness added. “I was 
all blood, I knew by the ‘ cut of him’ that 
the man was the accused—John MeDonald. 
He said: ‘I will kill ye,’ It was the voice of 
John MeDonald. 

MASK TORN OFF, 

Miss Tierney gave correherative evidence, 
adding that during the attack she pulled 
the mask off the raider’s face. 
- Superintendent Murray said that the 
aceused man made a statement in which he 
denied the allegations made against him, He 
said that he had been drinking, and .broke 
the windew. The “ two lassies” then attacked 
him with stones and jam pots.

Free State Government's Seeds and 

Fertilisers Suppty) Bill, © which 
authorises County Councils te provide and 
sell barley and oat seeds, seed potatoes and 
fertilisers, and validates such sales between 
March 1st and July ólst, 1933. 

Under the bill all such sales made by. a 
County Council since March 1st to an i 
or cditivator of land in its ewn area shall 
he held to have been made under its terms. 
It authorises Councils to charge interest at 
such annual rates as they mags themselves 
fix on sums already payable by the pur- 
chasers, and to allocate costs and expenses of 
sales among the purchasers, notwithstanding 
that no ráit was made at the time of 
the sale, 

Powers are given to County Councils for 
the recovery of moneys payable under the 
bill by means of special rates. Up to a 
specified maximum for each county, provision 
is made for the recoupment by the State 
of one-half of any Council’s lesses under this 
form of enterprise. Councils may borrow for 
the purpose of disbursing supplies, such loans 
to be repaid by Mareh Slst, 1945. 

One section of the bill exempts purchasers 
of seeds and fertiliers from being disqualified 
fram election te the County Council, 


MONEY-LENDERS BILL. 


Mr. R. Mulcahy has handed in an amend. 
ment to the Money-lenders (No. 2) Bill, to 
disqualify personas who are not Free State 
nationals from being eligible for the grant of 
a money-lender’s certificate. 

In another new sub-section, Mr. Mulcaliy 
seeks to define a Free State national as a 
person who was born in the Free State area 
or had lived there not less than five years 
before ‘“‘the relevant time.’’

FORCES INIMICAL TO 
THE CHURCH.

The new Bishop of Waterford and Lismore 
(Most Kev. Dr. Kinnane) preached his first 
public sermon since hig ordination, in 
Waterford Cathedral yesterday. 

World conditions, he said, were very much 
disturbed, and people were living in a time 
of great economic depression. From a 
political standpoint, the world’ was in a 
state of flux, and no man could foretell what 
form of government would ultimately emerge 
or survive. No condition of things was more 
inimical to the Catholic Church's interests 
than the political machinations of her 
enemies, and these enemies, in variaus forms, 
had been active the world over. 

Ireland had not been free from these evils. 
Communists, in their anti-religious agitation, 


had made the Catholic Church the chiet 


object of. their activities; but, so far, these |. 


activities had met with very little success, 
Any progress made by these evil machina- 
tions in Ireland was largely due to the 
young people’s ingnorance of the dangers 
of the influences to which they had been 
subjected, and also to misrepresentation of 
the Church’s work, From his personal 
experience and from what he had heard he 
was glad to say that the progress made by 
the enemies of the Church in this great 
diocese had been less than in most others. 
From that point of view he could face the 
future with the greatest confidence.

AUTHOR OF MANY PLEASANT 
BOOKS. 


Sir Anthony Hope Hawkins (“ Anthony 
Hope ’’), the well-known author, died at his 
heme, Heath Farm, Walton-on-the-Hill, 
Surrey, on Saturday, aged 70. He had been 
ill for several weeks, His last work was 
completed several years ago, and since then 
he had lived in retirement. 

Sir Anthony was the author of many 
vopular remances of the Ruritania type, 
including natably “The Prisoner: of fen a, 
and its sequel, ‘ Rupert of Hentzau. 

Born in 1863, he was the second son of 
the late Rev, E. C. Hawkins, Vicar of St. 
Bride’s, Fleet street, London, and a nephew 
oí Lord Brampton, better known as Mr. 
Justice Hawkins. 

He was educated at Marlborough and 
Balliol College, Oxford, a M.A., 
and became President of the Oxford Union 
Societv. He intended, coming down from 
the University, to pursue a legal career, and 
was called, when 24, to the Bar at the 
Middle Temple. He practised only for a 
short time, however; for his natural in- 
clination towards literature predominated.

In spite of President Roosevelt's atti- 
tude towards the stabilisation of currency, 
eight of the principal countries of Europe 
that adhere to the gold standard have 
determined to persevere in their resistance 
to anything in the nature of inflation. 
Representatives of their banking institu- 
tions met in Paris on Saturday to discuss 
the situation, and issued a joint state- 
ment afterwards. Complete agreement, 
they say, has been reached “ on the means 
of giving full, practical efficacy to the 
declaration of the gold standard Govern- 
ments in favour of the complete main- 
tenance of the gold standard at present 
rates.’ Furthermore, the bankers 
announce that the central banks of the 
countries copcerned will put into applica- 
tion immediately certain technica! 
arrangements which have been approved, 
but have not yet been made public. M. 
Moret, Governor of the Bank of France, 
presided at the Paris meeting, which in-

It is now fairly certain that the group 
of countries, headed by France, without 
excepticn will unite in an effort to save 
the gold standard, The Paris newspapers 
already are calling for the withdrawal o! 
the French delegates from the London 
Conference on the ground that, without 
stabilised currencies, no useful work can 
be done there; and the stage is being set 
for an embittered struggle between the 
devaluated, but stabilised, franc on the 
one hand, and the fluctuating dollar on 
the other. One impartial journal in 
France, dreading the results of such a 
conflict, asks very pertinently whether, 
after all, the Poincaré franc has any right 
to criticise the Roosevelt dollar. In 1926 
M. Poincaré stabilised the franc, which 
formerly was worth tenpence, at the rate 


of one hundred and twenty to the pound 


sterling, thus dividing its gold value by 
five. This step cost large sums of money 
to foreign investors in French securities ; 
but few grumbled, because it was recog- 
nised generally that, in all the circum- 
stances of the time, M. Poinearé had 
acted wisely. Germany went even farther, 
for, by a process of unrestricted in- 
flation, she ‘simply wiped out her whole 
internal debt. Now both France and Ger- 
many are on a gold basis; but, whereas 
the franc was stabilised at one-fifth of its 
former value, the Reichsmark was restored 
to its pre-war gold ratio. Since that time 
Britain and a number of other countries 
in Europe have abandoned gold—Britain 
because she had no alternative, and 
several of the others because they wished 
to base their currencies on sterling. The 
United States merely has followed 
Britain’s example in order te safeguard 
its export trade. 

About a year ago a pound fetched 
little more than thirteen shillings in New 
York; now its value is almost 19s. 6d., 
and there seems to be small doubt that 
sterling soon will be at a premium in 
Wall street. Some experts predict that 
when the dollar reaches the rate of six to 
the pound President Roosevelt will begin 
to think about stabilisation ; in the mean- 
while he does not propose to interfere with 
the natural movements of the exchange. 
Much can be said in favour of this atti- 
tude, and if President Roosevelt had 
couched his recent message to the London 
Conference in less contemptuous terms, he 
would have gained a large measure of 
support in Great Britain. As things 
stand at the moment the British Govern- 
ment realises that President Roosevelt has 
a perfect right to postpone stabilisation 
until it suits him. He also would be the 
first to admit that Britain has an equal 
right to consult her own interests, and, 
consequently, there is no reason why there 
should be any bad blood between London 
and Washington. Britain's actual posi- 
tion is that of an interpreter. She is 
trying to explain Europe to the United 
States, and the United States to Europe— 
hitherto, one must admit, without any 
conspicuous success. If a monetary 
“war' should result from the con- 
troversy between President Roosevelt and 
the gold Powers, Britain, as the leader of 
the sterling countries, will occupy a rela- 
tively strong position. In the long run 
the sterling group will hold the balance of 
financial power.

The Prisoner of Zenda holds a proud place 
in that hierarchy of literature that includes 
Monte Cristo and the Coral Island; and, 
strangely enough, its sequel, Rupert of 
Hentzau, was in no respect inferior to the 
original story. Which of us has not been 
thrilled by the breathless adventures of 
those romantic princelings, with their plots 
and counter plots, their acts of chivalry 
and derring-do; who has not longed for 
the final discomfiture of Black Michael, 
that sinister figure, whose wicked intrigues 
harass the hero’s life? Anthony Hope in- 
vented Ruritania, thereby adding a word 
to the English language. His books were 
the fore-runners of the brilliant musical 
comedies of the Edwardian period, from 
the Balkan Princess to the Waltz Dream, 
and, although they have been imitated 
many times, no other author has had a 
like success. The art of ‘‘ spinning a 
yarn ' has almost been forgotten. Colonel] 
John Buchan is one of the few authors of 
the present day who have retained the 
gift; but the average novel writer is a 
dreary person who dabbles in cheap 
psychology, and seeks to hide his lack of 
technical ability by gloomy speculations 
into human abnormalities. Anthony Hope 
may not have been a great thinker, but 
he knew how to interest his readers, and 
his books were an event in the lives of 
those who were young thirty years ago.

America 
and Britain divided the highest golfing 
honours. An all-American final to the 
British Open Championship at St. 
Andrews resulted in the victory of 
Densmore Shute over his compatriot, 
Craig Wood, and so the championship 
goes westward for the eleventh year in 
succession. On the other hand, Britain 
recovered the Ryder Cun from the United 
States; and the “ Ope . ” was notable for 
the achievement of William Nolan, of 
Portmarnock, who has established a new 
“record ” for the old course at St.

A proposal was advanced that 
France should support the countries which 
are weakest in gold reserves, but this 
suggestion was refused, since France would 
not take any risk likely to impinge upon 
her reserves. The result of the discussions 
was an announcement that the countries 
intend to remain on gold, and to establish 
a common fund, This proposal really 
amounts to the formation of a new money 
unit, with the possibility of a world-wide 
split between the United States. Great 
Britain and the countries following 
sterling, on one side; and the gold standard 
countries on the other. 


An Imperial Unit. 


There is a growing desire in England 
that the British Empire shall act for itself 
alone as an economic entity, and it would 
cause little surprise if such a possibility 
should be considered by the imperial mem- 
bers of the Conference. A resolution was 
passed by the Congress of the Federation 
of Chambers of Commerce of the Empire, 
at its concluding session on Friday, call- 
ing upon the Empire Governments to con- 
centrate upon finding a monetary system 
which would enable the peoples to enjoy 
the abundance made available by techno. 
logical, improvements. The question of 
stabilisation in its wider aspect must be 
postponed, but the same obstacles do not. 
exist with regard to Empire currency. 
Since all parties are anxious to devise a 
monetary system calculated to assist the 
development of Empire commerce, an early 
meeting to discuss the subject may be ar- 
ranged. 


Formation Flights. 


The Italian formation flight from Rome 
to Chicago is being followed with consider- 
able intere’t by other countries, and al- 
ready plans are being made for a long: 
distance flight by the French air service. 
It will be made by a squadron of twenty- 
five machines, and the proposed journey 
will be a tour of the French African 
colonies. There have been several notable 
flighis by British flying boats to the 
Baltic, the Mediterranean and Singapore, 
though none has been on the scale of the 
present Italian flight, to the United States 
and the previous trip to Sonth America. 


The Nicolas | Paquet. 


Following the losses connected with the 
French liners Georges Philippar and 
Atlantique, the mishap to the French pas- 
senger vessel Nicolas: Paquet will be a 
serious blow to the London marine insur 
ance market. The insurance policies reach 
a total of about £500,000, and it is he 
lieved that a greater part of the loss will 
fall on British underwriters. Latest news 
confirms the 4rst report on the serious 
character of the caspalty. The Nicolas 
Paquet, a vessel ‘of 8,500 tons, built four 
years ago, was a well-equipped passenger 
vessel, and met her accident on the way 
from Marseilles to Casablanca. 


Potato Marketing. 


Objections to the potato marketing 
scheme, which had been lodged by ‘the 
Federation of Grocers’ Association and 
the National Association of Auctioneers, 
have been withdrawn, after a most effective 
outline of the scheme by Mr. L. C. 
jraham Dixon, who represented the 
National Farmers’ Union at the inquiry 
into the objections in London. Mr. 
traham Dixon estimated the loss to pro 
ducers, owing to over-production oí 
potatoes in 1929, at £15,000,000. He 
pointed out that consumptien did not in 
crease with over-production, and remarked 
that, if strawberries are cheap, ones 
appetite increases, but, if potatoes are 
cheap, one’s appetite remains the same. 
Referring to the weakness of the industry, 
he mentioned the lack of standardisation. 
No fewer than fifty kinds of potatoes are 
grown, while the selling methods are un 
satisfactory on account of lack olf 
uniformity. 


Empire Cheese. 


Entries for the cheese section of the 
Dairy Show, to be held in London in 
October. will be stimulated by the news 
from Wellington that Lord Bledisloe, the 
Governor-General of New Zealand, is offer 
ing two valuable trophies—one for the 
best cheese from any uisive country, and 
the other for the best New Zealand cheese 
There has been a sustained improvement 
in the cheese produced in this country 
and in the Dominions, so. that cheese ol 
foreign origin is rarely seen here now. 
Competition in the cheese classes at the 
Dairy Show has been exceptionally keen 
for some years, and there is. sure to be.a 
close contest for Lord Bledisloe’s award.

NEW GUINEA 
GTO GERMANY. 


R. DUHIG, the Roman Catholic Arch. 
bishop of Brisbane, has put ferward 
‘the suggestion that the mandated territory 
of New Guinea (now under / ustrahan 
control) should be handed back to Ger- 
many, conditionally on that country 
contributing adequate ships and men for 
Australia’s defence. 

Mandates for the former German posses 
sions in the Western Pacific were, under 
the Peace Treaty, divided between 
Australia, Japan and New Zealand. 

Since Germany was deprived of overseas 
possessions she has had no outlet for 
surplus population and youthful ambition 
in colonisation. 

It was only a day or two ago that a 
storm of indignation was aroused in 
Australia by the suggestion made in a 
public speech at Guildford by Dr. Eewlett 
Jchnson, the Dean of Canterbury, that 
'“the part of Australia v2 cannot colonise 
ourselves ’’—that is, a portion of Northern 
Australia—should be presented to Japan. 

Australians are very determined to 
maintain the colour bar, to prevent the 
influx of cheap coolie labour and the 
undermining of white civilisation.

Immediately on receipt of news that the 
German-Vatican Concordat had been 
initialled, Chancellor Hitler rescinded 
dissolution orders in the case of such 
Catholic organisations as are recognised 
therein. 

He also ordered the stoppage of al! 
measures against Catholic priests and 
other leaders of Roman Catholic bodies, 
and forbade a repetition on threat of 
punishment, — 

Herr Hitler says that the conclusion of 
the Concordat gives him a sufficient

will hereafter unreservedly support the 
Nazi State. ‘‘I am happy in the convic- 
tion that an epoch has closed in which 
religious and political interests were 
apparently clinched in _ irreconcilable 
conflict.”’ 

He adds: “I strongly hope that the 
Evangelical Church will soon also settle 
its difficulties.’’ 

The new Concordat merely extends to 
Germany as a whole previous Concordats 
concluded wi-h Prussia, Bavaria and 
Baden, with certain alterations, the most 
important of which is the stipulation that 
Church bodies must in future refrain from 
political activity in Germany. 

In informing the Government of the con- 
clusion of the Concordat, the Vice 
Chancellor von Papen says that the rela- 
tions between State and Church have now 
been settled, and that for the future al! 
possibilities of strife are eliminated. 

It is understood that the Vatican 
concedes the complete withdrawal] of 
Catholic priests and Catholic organisations 
from politics. . This was foreshadowed by 
the dissolution of the Centre Party. 

Under the terms arranged Chancellor 
Hitler will permit the continuance of 
Catholic social organisations, but they 
will henceforth be entirely non-political. 

The integrity of Catholic education, it 
is understood, is fully guaranteed. 

The Vatican will agree to draw a veil 
over the anti-Catholic demonstrations in 
Germany, and, in particular, the breaking 
up of the Catholic Congress. 

Herr von Papen left for Berlin on 
Saturday evening and the formal signature 
will take place as soon as possible. The 
text has not yet been made public. 

The Press to-day in general approves the 
conclusion of the Concordat as a political] 
event of the first magnitude. All the 
arguments which the Catholic Centre 
Party for vears past have exploited against 
Hitler ‘and the National Socialist move- 
ment have, the papers declare, fallen to 
the ground. 

The Lokalanzeiger, which sees in the 
Concordat a fresh manifestation of 
Hither’s love of peace, says: “ The 
contrast between religious and political 
interests, which for centuries has poisoned 
the life of the German people, has thus 
been removed,”’ 

Der Tag expects of the pact with the 
Holy See an impetus to the Protestant 
Churches to settle their conflict and unite 
into a strong and living Evangelical!

Fág midday on Saturday the following 
mysterious communiqué, delayed by 
the censor, and with a veiled hint of 
trouble, reached London from Lisbon :— 

“ Measures are being taken by the 
Ministers of the Interior, War, and the 
Navy to dissipate the revolutionary atmo- 
sphere which enemies of the Government 
have been displaying lately.’’ 

The escape from prison of two officers 
who had been behind previous revolu- 
tionary movements is now revealed as the 
cause of the disquiet feeling in Govern- 
ment circles, telegraphs Reuter’s Lisbon 
Correspondent, The two men are Captain 
Cruz and Lieutenant Pio, who a fortnight 
ago were sentenced to four years’ impri- 
sonment and fhad been interned in the 
Oporto prison. 

Their eseape was carried out by means 
of a novel ruse. 

On Friday a man dressed as an officer 
called at the prison and presented what 
appeared to be an official document 
ordering the appearance of the two 
prisoners in Lisbon. 


PUBLIC DISSATISFACTION, 

The authenticity of the document does 
not appear to have been questioned, and 
the two prisoners were placed in charge 
of the ‘‘ officer’’ and escorted by him 
from the prison. 

Neither of the two prisoners nor the 
‘‘ officer ” has since been seen. 

The two prisoners were leaders of a 
dangerous conspiracy against the Govern- 


ment, and for this reason there is a little 


uneasiness at their escape. 

Dissatisfaction with the Government 
has been caused by the dictatorial actions 
of Dr. Salazar (the Minister of Finance) 
and the Prime Minister, and there are 
indications that the Government fears a 
revolutionary movement. A strict censor- 
ship of all telegrams abroad is in opera- 
tion. 

Outwardly conditions appear perfectly 
calm. There are no troops in the city. 

The Minister of Justice has informed 
Reuter that as a result of the preventive 
measures taken by the Government the 
‘‘ revolutionary atmosphere has been guite 
dissipated now.” /

COLLAPSE OF CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. Gandhi’s recent proposal that all 
political prisoners should be immediately 
released in exchange for a definite 
abandonment of the civil disobedience 
movement has evoked no response from 
the Government of India. | 

The collapse of the compaign, on the one 
hand, and, on the other, the fact that 
before the end of the year the number ol 
political prisoners remaining in jail will 
have become negligible, are considered im 
Government circles sufficient reasons fo! 
holding resolutely to the present policy. 

Eighteen hundred political prisoners 
were released last month, and of the 
fifteen members of the Congress Working 
Committee, appointed in 1931, no fewer 
than nine are now completely free. Of 
the remaining six two are merely re- 
stricted to living within certain prescribed 
areas. 

Among those completely free are Mr. 
Gandhi, Mr. Aney (the Acting President), 
and Mrs. Naidu. Indeed, the only two 
members of outstanding influence who are 
still in prison are Mr. Jawaharlal Nehru 
and Mr. Vallabhai Patel. The former's 
sentence expires in (October, but it is 
anticipated that he will be set at liberty 
before that date. 


FACING THE FACTS. 

It is now expected that, as soon as Mr. 
Gandhi is strong enough to deal with the 
situation, he will decide to face the facts 
and to throw his weight in favour of 
immediate indefinite suspension, if not of 
absolute abandonment, of the campaign. 

It is also felt that there is now a 
sufficient number of members of the Work- 
ing Committee out of prison to enable 
such a policy to be endorsed with the 
requisite authority. 

The recent visit of the Pandit Malaviya, 
who is known to favour a policy of peace, 
to Dehra Dun Prison, where he was per- 
mitted to confer with Mr. Jawaharla! 
Nehru, is considered an indication that 
very shortly civil disobedience will be 
called off. 

Whether the Government wil] then pro 
ceed, as an act of grace, to release.the 
remaining prisoners cannot yet be fore- 
told; but anything in the nature of a 
pact made in advance ts excluded.

He will travel first to Paris, then to 
Rome, then on to Berlin, and in each 
place he will engage in direct negotiation 
with the Government. We starts in cir- 
cumstances that are in some _ respects 
favourable, remarks The Times editorially. 
In the first place, he is officially em- 
powered by the General Commission to 
carry out these negotiations with the 
separate Governments. ‘The President 1s 
thus armed with an authority which he 
never possessed before, and it may be 
hoped that he will henceforward retain 
that power of direction, which in con- 
ferences of an international character 
must usually depend on the personal, 
rather than the legal, authority of the 
chairman, but which in this case has been 
voluntarily entrusted to him. In other 
respects also there have been developments 
favourable to the success of Mr. Hender- 
son’s mission, But, in spite of these 
encouraging signs, Mr. Henderson can 
have no illusions as to the difficulties that 
lie before him. There are, in fact, fifteen 
or sixteen major points upon which no 
agreement has been reached at Geneva. 

There is the whole question of military 
and naval aviafion, and of the private 
manufacture of and trade in arms—for the 
ultimate suppression of which M, Daladier 
said in his speech yesterday the French 
Government would work with all the 
strength at their disposal. These and many 
other problems are still far from solution. 
Mr. Henderson is more versed in their 
intricacies than any other individual, and 
he can be trusted to keep steadily before 


| himself two guiding principles—that the 


main object of a disarmament scheme must 
be to reduce the temptation and the pros- 
pects of success for sudden aggressive in- 
cursions, and that no scheme of any sort 
will be generally accepted unless it is 
accompanied by a system of periodic auto- 
matic and anfettered investigation. Along 
those lines there is still hope that the 
nations of the world will set a limit to the 


engines of destruction which they are pre- 
paring against each other.

BE Maeeees is reason to hope that, as a 

result of the conference which began 
on Saturday last and will be continued to- 
day, the strike of seamen and dockers at 
the Port of Dublin will be brought to an 
end. 

The conference: was held under the 
auspices of the Free State Department of 
Industry and Commerce, and was attended 
by Mr. David Barry, O0.B.E., British and 
Irish Steampacket Company; Captain 
Gordon, Head Line, and ‘Messrs. Pelgrave 
Murphy, representing the shippers, and by 
representatives of the crews on strike: 

The following agreed statement was 
issued at the adjournment :— : 

‘‘ Informal conversations were carried on 
this afternoon in the offices of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce between 
representatives of the shipping companies 
and representatives of the crews on strike. 
The conference adjourned at a late hour 
until 11.30 on Monday morning. ' 

During the dispute it has been stated 
repeatedly on behalf of the men that the 
point with which they are most concerned 
is the suspension of ‘‘P.C. 5,” the clausein 
the merchantile code under which a sea- 
man is required to produce a form*signed 
by an official of the National Union of 
Seamen, certifying that he had a clear card 
with this trade union before he can secure 
employment. ; i 

The suspension of this regulation would 
be equivalent to the recognition of other 
unions in addition, to the National Union 
of Seamen as appropriate organisations to 
cater for the needs of seamen. 

It is understood that most of the dis- 
cussion at the present conference will 
centre on this point. : 

Within the past few days representatives 
of the Northern Ireland seamen were in 
conference with the negotiators, and it_1s 
understood that the question of a sebtle- 
ment which would cover seamen outside, as 
well as within the Irish Free State, was 


discussed. 


DIVERTED TRAFFIC, 

A representative from Glasgow 
expected to reach Dublin before the re- 
sumption of negotiations this morning. 

From the composition of the conference, 
it is not generally expected that a settle- 
ment embracing more than the Irish Free 
State can be secured. The question of

Several attempts were made on Satur 
day night to “hold up” men who were 
alleged to be ‘‘ blacklegs,’’ but no serious 
incidents occurred. | 

The Kvle Firth, which contains perish- 
able goods, is still delayed, as are a 
number of coal, cement and general cargo 
boats, but the passenger services are 
running as usual. 

In connection with the “hold up ” of 
cargo boats, a very serious situation has 
heen caused for some Dublin firms, who, 
as charterers of the vessels, are subject to 
demurrage expenses ranging from £90. to 
£70 per week. . 

It is believed that the Dublin theatres 
will be seriously handicapped this week 
owing to the “hold up” of scenery and 
artists’ effects. Representations on this | 
matter have been made tu the seamen. 

Some dockers who are takirt part in 
the strike have, it is understood, received 
strike pay. An official of one of the 
unions whose members are involved stated 
that where their members refused to work 
with non-unionists, as distinct f. 9m. men 
supplied by the National Union of Sea- 
men, strike benefit would be maid.

Mr. Bernays believes that Mr; Factor’s 
disappearance is a ruse to escape extradi- 
tion. He has accordingly asked the 
authorities to take action to secure his 
arrest. 

Mr. Bernays was supported in hs appli: 
cation by Mr. Overmyer, counsel for the 
Crown, who stated that he was convinced 
that Factor is fleeing to Mexico, The 
recent ‘‘abduction’’ of Jerome Factor, 
the seventeen-year-old son, was, he be- 
lieved, merely a prelude to the present 
attempt to elude British justice.

inquest, conducted by Mr. J. D, Fitzgerald, 


sclicitor, coroner, on Michael Flynn, aged 28 


vears, who died on the previous evening at 
Kilkenny Mental Hospital. 

Flynn, who was married and had five 
children, served :n the Nationa] Army. After 
leaving the Army he was employed as a 
porte) at the Provincia] Bank in Ballina, where 
a serious accident befel him. He fell trom 
one of the top windows of the bank while 
cleaning it, and as a result of the fall his 
nerves became -affected, and in October last 
he was committed to the Mental Hospital at 
Castlebar, where he remained until May last. 

On June 16 he returned home to Kilkenny. 
A few days afterwards there were again signs 
of mental trouble and he was taken to the 
Civic Guard barrack. On June 20 he was 
taken home by his wife, and on the same day 


he climbed to the top of a thirty foot tree 
near his home. A number of Civic Guards 
and a large crowd of civilians gathered, but 


Fivnn refused to’ come down. 

A man named Meany climbed up the tree 
and had gat to within six feet of Fiynn when 
the latter jumped from one bough to another, 
The bough broke and he fell, landing on a 
wall underneath the tree. He sustained “X- 
tensive injuries and was removed ‘to the 
County Infirmary, where an operation vas 
performed. Subsequently he suffered from 
delusions, was noisy and gave a good deal of 
trouble. and was transferred from the 
Infirmary to the Mental Hospital, 

Fiynn’s wife stated that they were marriel 
in 1925 while he was in the Natioy J Army, 


On his discharge from the Mental Hospital 
in Castlebar he seemed to be fairly normal in 
health, and returned ho.ce to Kilkenzy on 
June 16.

TARIFFS AND A QUOTA,

FREE STATE CATTLE 
SHIPMENTS. 


Maior Elliot, Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, at Ashorne, near Rugby, on Patur- 
dav night, said there had been a general 
agreement that some regulation of production 


and exports was necessary to obtain a stable’ 
and remunerative price for agricultural and 
other primary products, 

What they were all concerned with to-day 
was the price of meat, and especially of beet 
The 40 per cent, tariff on Irish cattle was 
not now checking their shipment. Therefore, 
a tariff alone would not meet the position. 
The arrangements made in regard to South 
American shipments had meant a reduction 
of 18.000 tons in the last five 
months from this source, and care 
had. been taken in the trade agreements 
to preserve the right to restrict further if 
need be. It seemed to him that this right 
would certainly have to be exercised. There 
was no evasion of the quota arrangements. 

In regard to butter the tariff had been 
insufficient to control the position, The tariff 
on butter now ranged about 20 per cent,, yet 
18.000 tens more had come in so far as 
against the same period last year. He con- 
sidered that quantity regulation would te

DR. RYAN ON ITS 


OBJECT. 


CONDITIONS OF 
DE-RATING.

KILMALLOCK, Sunday. 


R. RYAN (Free State Minister for 
D Agriculture), at a 1 @eting here to-day, 
discussed the economic war, He said 
that they had been prorerse to abide by the 
decision of an independent tribunal, but the 
British would not agree, with the result that 
the economic war went on. In spite of that 
they’ had Cumann na nGaedheal and the 
Centre Party saying that the Government 
were responsible for the war. If they were 
good Irishmen they would have said that 
this was a fight between two countries. 

Last year an attempt was made to establish 
a National Party, Invitations were sent out 
by the Lerd Mayor of Dublin, but they were 
issued from Cumann na nGaedheal head- 

uarters. Mr, OUosgrave, when asked about 
the move, said—‘*Tell me all about it. 
There were leading articles in the /rieh Trmes 
and the /rish Jndependent, and resolutions 
calling on the people to decide the issue, 
and the Government gave them the chance, 
but they were not satisfied, It was conveyed 
that they were taken unawares, but they got 
Messrs. Belton and Morrissey. 

They then tried something else. They 
called a Cumann na nGaedheal Convention, 
and Mr, Cosgraye said that in his opinion 
the County Countils were not bound to strike 
a rate, owing to the state of the country. 
But the County Councils had more regard for 
the poor people than they had for Mr. Cos- 
grave and-hia advice. - 

The Army Comrades Association was started 
last October or November. Messrs. Mulcahy 
and Blythe put on blue shirts and went 
round the country. He thought they were 
going to have as much success there as in 
other moves. Mr. Alfred Byrne was going 
te try for a National Government again. He 
hoped he would be as succesaful as before, 

They talked of depression, but there was 
no place where it was so bad as in the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party. They were 
hardly able to open their mouths. 


THE LAND BILL. 

In the Land Bill the Government were 
going to say that where the persons could 
not make farming pay they would buy them 
out and give the land to honest men who 
would make good. Cromwell’s idea was to 
send real Irish people to hell or Connaught, 
but some were Jeft there and elsewhere on 
the mountains, They were living on small 
farms. while the big fellows who came over 
with Cromwell were residing on good land. 
Was not the Government 's business to undo 
the work of Cromwell? 

He agreed that the people suffered during 
the economic war, but they had tried to 
make their lot as easy as possible, and were 
endeavouring in every way to help the people 
over this crisis. If it. were over, however, 
they would not be as well off as they would 
like to be, for they could see the way that 
every country in the world was complaining 
about economic affairs. 

Mr. John Hogan presided. 

Dr, Ryan also spoke at a meeting at Ballin. 

garry. . 
Speaking at Clonmel at night, Dr. Ryan 
said that after the last election the big 
farmers who voted Cumann na nGaedheal an 
Centre Party got so poor that they had to 
sack their men, while Fianna Fail farmers 
were able to keep on their men, Next year 
the Government would get a return from 
every farmer of what employment he gave 
this year, and if he employed a certain 
amount, according to his valuation, his land 
would be do-rated: but if he did not employ 
that amount he would not be de-rated. If a 
man had a hundred acres of Jand, he should 
keep a few lahouring men on it, and if he 
did he would be de-rated, If he did not, they 
would not de-rate his land, and if he was 
dissatisfied they would come back and take 
the land frem him altogether. He was 
willing to admit that as a result of the 
economic war the farmers were worse off, and 
the Government. had tried to make things as 
easy as they could for them as long as the 
war lasted. They could never again get to 
the sitnation in the country when they could 
do without the tariffs, bounties, or subsidies, 
They might alter the existing ones, but they 
would always have to have some. Without a 
tariff at present they would be competing 
with Chinese bacon at 30s, a cwt., and New 
Zealand butter at 78s.

BY CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Although ‘flag days” are almost unknown 
in Japan, the Japanese public has shown 
itself to be a generous donor to military 
funds since the outbreak of the Manchurian 
trouble. 

There is, however, one great difference, 
states Reuter from Tokio. British gifts were 
intended wholly for the — or for their 


dependents at home, but only a portion ot 


the Japanese contributions 1s destined for the 
men at the front. The rest is ear-marked 
for the purchase of aircraft, tanks, armoured 
cars, machine guns, searchlights and other 
war material. School children, factory 
workers, rich and poor alike, all are 
encouraged to make voluntary contributions 
towards local funds for the presentation of 
weapons to the army. Hardly a week goes 
by without the ceremonial presentation oí an 
aeroplane by the management and employés 
of some large firm, or of a machine gun or 
trench mortar by the teaching staff and 
children of some school or college. 

The aircraft thus presented are officially 
termed ‘‘patriotic aeroplanes.” They are 
numbered consecutively; each one bears a 
name-plate inscribed with the name of the 
firm, school, town or organisation which gave 
it. The rumber of these aeroplanes presented 
up to date is not certain, though the 
“christening’’ of “patriotic aeroplane 
No. 100” has just been reported, 

In most cases this war material has been 
given out of the scant ergs: ei and savings 
of factory workers, school children, peasants 
and others, to whom even the contribution 
of a ‘widow's mite” entails a very real 
sacrifice. It has been done willingly and 
cheerfully, and is in line with the recent 
actio: of every officer and man in the 
Japanese Navy in contributing a month’s pay 
‘*towards national defence’ to mark the 
twenty-eightn anniversary of Admiral Togo's
